As  an 
index  to  these  ‘  Author  ’  records,  the  title,  commencing  with  its  most  important 
word  (which  usually  indicates  the  classification  to  which  the  work  belongs)  or  with 
its  first  word,  is  repeated  in  the  same  alphabet,  with  that  word  in  italics ,  which  in 
the  main  entry  is  in  thick  type.

The  names  and  addresses  of  the  publishers  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  will  be 
found  at  the  end  of  the  volume,  followed  by  those  of  the  principal  publishers  in  the 
United  States  and  in  Canada.
